No British na- 
val vessels of importance had been 
sunk since last May, when the Triumph 
and Majestic were torpedoed at the 
Dardanelies. The Natal, although a

THE PRESIDENCY 


He Receives Promise of Kan- 
tucky’s Backing as Well as 
Indiana’s at Love Feast. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 31.—At a 
love feast here yesterday, Indiana Re- 
rublicans indorsed Charles W. Fal- 
banks, former~Vice President, for the 
Republican nomination for President of 
the United States. At the same meet- 
ing Edwin P. Morrow pledged to Fair- 
banks the delegation from Kentucky at 
the National Republican Convention in 
Chicago next June. 

Fairbanks was given a noisy ovation 
when he responded to an invitation to 
speak, after his name had been proposed 
for the presidency by Morrow. 

“The people have tried democracy,” 
said Fairbanks, and d2mvutracy has 
tried them.

Suggesting a platform for the Repub- 
licans in 1916, Fairbanks said he favored 
a foreign policy just and firm,“ “ade- 
quate” preparation on land and sea for 
a national defense, a protective tariff 
measure which shall safeguard our in- 
dustries and supplement the resources 
of the public treasury, and guard us 
against inundation at the end of the 
European war;“ extension of American 
markets particularly into the Orient 
and in South America, and a great mer- 
chant marine.

Son of Late Bishop of England 
Went There From St. Louis: 
Few Days Ago. 


EXPECTS: FUNDS SOON 


Declares Hotel Keeper Acted 
Hastily When Checks Were 
Returned for Lack of Money. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—Charies William 
Peel, reputed to be a wealthy land own- 
er of Malvern, England, and well known 
in St. Louis, was arrested here last 
evening upon a warrant procured by 
Tracy C. Drake, owner of the Black- 
stone Hotel, charging him with passing 
two checks upon St. Louis banks which 
were returned for lack of sufficient 
funds. The checks aggregated $110. 

Peel is the son of a late Bishop of the 
Church of England. His father was re- 
puted to have left him an esrate esti- 
mated. at more than $500,000. He ‘came 
here from St. Louis, where he was a 
guest at the Planters Hotel from Dec. 
7 to Dec. 20. Among his effects was a 
letter of introduction written by a St. 
Louis surgeon. 

Shortly after arriving here he enter- 
tained Hobart Chatfield-Taylor at 
luncheon... He talked of some sapphire 
mines he said he owned and said he 
wished to present Mrs. Chatfield-Taylor 
with a large sapphire. 

Chatfield-Taylor said he had met Peel 
at the residence of Bourke Cochran in 
New York and that he had introduced 
Peel at the Chicago Club. 

After his arrest Peel said he had made 
an overdraft through carelessness and 
that he was surprised that Drake had 
taken action against him so promptly. 
He said he had been awaiting the ar- 
rival of funds and that their failure to 
arrive had caused him great inconven- 
ience. 

Manager Walker of the Planters Ho- 
tel said that Peel stayed there a weex 
before going to Chicago. He left his 
small son behind, and one of the clerks 
is keeping the child until Peel either 
sends for him or returns to St. Louis. 
Walker said that Peel had stopped 
there several times before, and had al- 
ways appeared to be responsible, and 
paid his bills when due. 


Selden P. Spencer Believes Peel’s Ar- 
rest Is Result of Mistake 


Former Judge Selden P. Spencer to- 
day told reporters he had known Peel 
for 15 years and that he believed his 
arrest was the result of some mistake. 
He said he knew Peel has wealthy con- 
nections in England and understood 
that he had extensive real estate hold- 
ings in England, Ceylon and America. 

Dr. Harvey G. Mudd said that he met 
Peel in St. Louis at a dinner several 
weeks ago. He said that he had not 
given Peel letters of introduction to 
anyone. 

Peyton T. Carr, president of the Keh- 
lor Flour Mills Co., said that he met 
Peel in St. Louis several years ago, 
when Peel was contemplating making 
some real estate investments here. He 
had understood that Peel was wealthy. 

Friends of Peel said that while he was 
stopping here he opened an account with 
a St. Louls bank, although the amount 
of his deposit was not known. It was 
reported that he had a balance of $67 in 
the bank upon which the checks were 


drawn. 
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MAN KILLED BY AN ENGINE,

Factory Worker Struck Near Granite

Removal Undertaken at Only 
Few Street Intersections Be- 
sides Downtown District. 


The Street Department, after five 
days’ work, yesterday virtually complet- 
ed the removal of snow from downtown 
streets, while in the outlying parts of 
town the ‘snow still remains in the 
streets and will stay there until it 
melts. Except at principal street inter- 
sections in the city, such as Grand and 
Olive, no effort le made outside of the 
downtown district to remove snow. 

The snow-removing area downtown Is 
bounded by Twelfth street on the west, 
Market street on the south and Wash 
street on the north. Director of Streets 
and Sewers Talbert says that a vehicle 
path is opened on principal traffic 
thoroughfares, between King's highway 
on the west, Laclede avenue on the 
south and Delmar boulevard on the 
north, by having snow plows push the 
snow back toward the qurbs, where it 18 
left until it melts. 

Figures compiled last year by the 
Street Department show that the cost 
of removing a one-inch snowfall from 
the downtown streets and from the 
principal street intersections ‘in the city 
is $970.85. The total snowfall of last 
Friday, Saturday and Monday was 12% 
inches, so that the cost of removal, at 
this figure, was about 312,18. It has 
been figured that it costs’ 12 cents per 
square yard, or 52 cents per wagon load, 
to remove snow from streets. 

Director Talbert sald that he had um- 
ited his snow-removing forces to 500 
shovelers, finding that to be the maxi- 
mum number his 40 foremen could Fan- 
die with maximum efficiency. 

“I could employ many hundreds more,” 
he said, and perhaps could remove the 
snow from. downtewn.. streets more 
quickly, but the cost would, be greater 
in proportion than now, as many work- 
ers would be inexperienced and would 
require more supervision by foremen.” 

500 Shevelers Employed 

In explaining the Street Department's 
preparedness for removing snow, Di- 
rector Talbert said no attention was paid 
to snow until its depth was two inches 
or more. When a heavy snow falle aft- 
er midnight, the Government Weather 
Bureau telephones Edward M. Becker, 
Superintendent of Street Cleaning, who 
notifies William M. Dierking, Superin- 
tendent of City Stables. Contractors, 
who furnish teams and drivers at 4 @ 
day, as well as Street Department em- 
ployes, then are notified to be at ap- 
pointed stations at 6 a. m. 

Director Talbert plans to have four 
shovelers working with each wagon. 
Last Sunday morning, when the shovel- 
ers began removing the 94-inch snowfall 
vhich came down Friday and Saturday, 
311 wagons and about 600 shovelers 
tar tea ito§ york. ene. entese col- 
lection Wagons and irt wagons used 
for street cleaning purposes, and about 
100 teams hired from contractors were 
used. The 1580 garbage wagons were 
withdrawn Monday, and when the work 
was being finished yesterday there were 
enly 170 wagons and 675 men, including 
the wagon drivers and foremen. 

The street department force numbers 
1200 men, but only 500 of these are given 
cnything resembling steady employment. 
These 500 men manage te get from 6 to 
N days work each month during the 
winter, but in the spring almost the 
entire force is used for street work. 
Director Talbert usually keeps his snow 
removal forces within the maximum of 
500 men, so that he always will de as- 
sured of having that many experienced 
men on hand for work and give them as 
many days’ work as possible at one 
time. 

Why Work Is Stretched Out 

Employes who report regularly for 
work and who on many days fail to ob- 
tain it have to be given a certain 
amount of work each month to keep 
them reporting. The stretching out of 
snow removal work over a longer period 
than would seem necessary gives more 
work to the department's “reguiars,”’ 
who are paid $1.50 a day when at work. 

The department has seven snow shov- 
els. They first scrape the snow back 
toward the sidewalk in piles, opening up 
street car and vehicle traffic, and then 
the shovelers trail along and pile the 
snow into wagons, which cart it to 
sewers. 

Work of ‘removing the recent snows. 
Director Talbert said, might © have 
seemed slower than usual. This was 
due, he said, to the fact that Monday's 
Finch snow followed rain and sleet 
which had coated pavements with ice. 
He ordered his shovelers not to scrape 
the surface clean, as he did not want: 
te. leave the streets icy. After the 
thaw the shovelers made another wtp 
through the streets.

HAD ORGANIZED SYSTEM 


“Big Six’’ Said to Have Directed 
Operations, Paid Toll to 
City in Shape of Fines. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 


TULSA, Ok., Dec. 31.—The Tulsa Coun- 

ty grand jury, which for two months 
has been investigating Tulsa's so-called 
“Vice Trust,” under which Tulsa has 
grown to be the mecca for gamblers 
from all parts of the United States, and 
under which the prohibition laws of Ok- 
‘t*home have been violated on the pay- 
aent of tribute to the “Organization.”’ 
made a partial report to District Judge 
Conn Linn today. 

Acting upon this report, Judge Linn 
ordered the suspension from office of the 
Sheriff, James Woolley, on charges that 
he permitted gambling without interfer- 
ence and that he had actual knowledge 
of the sale of liquor in Tulsa without 
stopping sales. Woolley took office last 
January. 

Thé grand jury returned 15 indict- 
ments, but the names of those indicted 
have been withheld and guarded with 
much secrecy. It was announced that 
there will be further indictments later in 
the day. 

Persons connected with the law and 
order league who have been in touch 
with the investigation are predicting the 
indictment “of the big six,“ six men 
generally thought to be in control of 
the trust“ and possibly of several city 
and county officials. 

Trust in Operation for Years 

The operations of the trust“ have 
been notorious in Tulsa, as in other Ok- 
lahoma towns for several years. Though 
Tulsa is admittedly the best organized 
by the gamblers and liquor law violat- 
ore, the Law and Order League has 
made a steady and consistent fight but 
never succeeded in getting what seemed 
to be a sincere effort on the part of of- 
ficials until this investigation was un- 
dertaken. 

Tulsa is a comparatively new town. 
Twelve years ago it had a population of 
less than 300. Today it is the home of 
2% multimillionaires and its population 
is in excess of 20,000; its streets are 
paved and there are scores of six, eight 
and 10 story hotels and office bulldings. 

The town is purely the product of the 
oll fields. Its millionaires have made 
their money there, and its laboring ele- 
ment gets. big wages in the oil flelds. 
Most of the laborers and workers in the 
oll fields spend their money in Tulga. 

Its history has been much the same 
as the mining towns of the West. 
Wages were big and Tulsa became a 
good field for the gamblers. Remnants 
of the old “Buckfoot gang.“ which had 
a big gambling syndicate in the Webb 
City-Joplin mining district 12 years ago 
came to Tulsa. Survivors of the Mabray 
fake horse racing, foot racing and prize 
fighting gang, which made its head- 
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quarters in Council 
joined the crowd. 


In the early days in Tulsa most of 
the gambling was in frame shacks and 
in tents, but as the town prospered the 
gamblers prospered and moved into pa- 
latial suites in large office buildings. 
Some of the gambling houses which 
were in operation until the middie of 
November, when the grand jury closed 
them by injunction, provided gambling 
places for as many as 20 men. Almost 
every game known was played. Among 
them were roulette, faro. black jack, A, 
seven-and-a-half, craps, 
stud poker.

It has been customary for each gam- 
bling house to pay into the city treas- 
ury $200 per month as a ‘fine. 

Prohibition Law Violated 

While gambling flourished, the prohi- 
bition laws of Oklahoma openly were 
violated. Drug stores and pool rooms 
in many instances were only saloons, 
where a cheap grade of whisky was sold 
for 2) cents a drink and a small bottle 
of beer brought 3% cents. There was no 
effort at secrecy. The places were open 
to the public and no questions were 
asked. In many of the places some gam- 
bling games were conducted. It is esti. 
mated that the number of places in 
which liquor openly is sold in Tulsa 
is 100. 


The possibilities of organizing the im- 
mense traffic in law violations for the 
financial benefit of a few was realized 
three or four years ago. It is the com- 
mon report among persons, who say 
they have first-hand knowledge, that 
each place where liquor was sold in ad- 
dition to paying a $9 fine each month 
to the city, was required to pay 25 per 
cent of its income to collectors for the 
“vice trust.“ 

The men generally supposed to head 
the “Vice trust“ did not give their po- 
litical support to the successful State 
ticket im the last election. Judge Linn. 
however, had been considered by the 
gamblers to be their friend. He never 
had made any statement regarding his

Nearly a year ago he decided it was 
time for law violations in Tulsa to stop. 
He had conferences with county offi- 
clals and waited six months before So- 
ing over their heads. He then caused 
it to become known that if the Gover- 
nor would assign the Attorney-Gener2! 
to handle the investigation he would 
summons a grand jury. This plan was 
carried out. Judge Linn has the naming 
of the Jury Commissioners and a gran:i 
jury believing in law and order was 
selected. 

There were four said to be friendly to 
the gambling element on the original 
men summoned. Three of these were 
weeded ont when the jury of 12 was 
chosen. 


Three Places Closed 


The grand jury began action imme 
diately. Its first order was the recom- 
mendation to Judge Linn for an injunc- 
tion to close three notorious gambling 
houses, known as the Metropolitan Ho- 
tel, the Baltimore Hotel and the Central 
drug store. The injunctions named 
Grant McCullough, president of the First 
National Bank of Tulsa; L. K. Cone, 
prominent in business circles: Ben 
Green, C. H. Overton, Arthur Slavin, 
George Davis, Thomas B. Bliss, W. D. 
Moore, W. 8. Holland, R J. Allison, 
Mrs. Mary D. Hufft, J. T. Johns and B. 
H. McLoughlin. Several of thése men 
were owners of the buildings. 


The grand jury a few days later pre- 
ferred agcusations against Chief of Po- 
lice Foster N. Burns, charging him with 
permitting law violations in considera- 
tion of the payment ef mogey to the 
city. Chief Burts resigned.ftom office 
before he legally could be ralleved. The 
next thing was the fing by the grand 
jury of accusations for the removal from 
office of Mayor.Frank M. Wooden and 
T. J. Quinn, fire and police commission- 
ers. They were charged with counten- 
ancing law violations and accepting for 
the city money from the violators. Judge 
Linn suspended them from office. 


It has been announced that the grand 
jury has not given any consideration to 
the small dive keepers; boot leggers and 
gamblers, realizing that if several hun- 
dred indictments were returned there 
would be little probability that any of 
them ever would be tried, as the court 
dockets would be filled. 


The attention of the jury, it is said, 
has been devoted only to hearing ei- 
dence against the men supposed to be 
“the men higher up. Chief Burns was 
before the grand jury one full day after 
the accusations were made against him 
and his removal from office. Neither he 
nor members of the grand fury have re- 
vealed what his testimony Kas. 

Small Places Still Open 

The session of the grand jury has been 
the absorbing topic of conversation in 
Tulsa for two months. The larger gam- 
bling houses have been closed since the 
grand jury began its work, but smaller 
gambling games and bootlegging places 
have remained open as usual. 

Members of the Law and Order 
League say they have been able to 
trace some payments to the hands of 
members of the trust.“ but that they 
never have been able to show with 
whom or how tt was divided. The city 
of Tulsa has profited to the extent of 
about $60,000 a year from the fine sys- 
tem of gamblers and bootleggers. 


The trust“ exerted its influence in 
politics. It was said to have in its 
membersh'> influential bankers, law- 
yers, real estate owners and men of 
prominence in affairs of the State and 
the churches, It has been talked openly 
on the streets that thee gamblers and 
bootieggers were required to do their 
banking with one Tulsa institution, one 
of the larger banks of the Southwest. 
Only one brand of whisky could be sold 
in the Tulea district. This came from 
a liquor house in Joplin, Mo., controlled 
by William J. Creekmore, who is said 
to have started with nothing and to 
have accumulated a fortune of more 
than $1,000,000 from the sale of liquor 
in Oklahoma. | 

Creekmore waa tried in Oklahoma City 
several weeks ago on a charge of con- 
spiracy to violate the liquor laws. He 
was acquitted. United States secret 
service men arrested him shortly after- 
ward, charging him with bribery of a 
juror. Creekmore laughingly reharked, 
“Well, they'll have to get 12 men to 
say I am guilty of that.”
